AN ACT Relating to the creation of a state property tax |evy
dedicated to parks; anending RCW 84.52.043, 84.52.065, 79A 05.215,
84.48. 080, 84.52.068, 39.89.020, and 39.102.020; creating a new
section; repealing RCW84.55.012; and providing an expiration date.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCWB84.52.043 and 2005 ¢ 122 s 3 are each anended to read
as follows:

Wthin and subject to the |imtations inposed by RCW 84.52. 050 as
anmended, the regular ad valorem tax levies upon real and persona
property by the taxing districts hereafter naned shall be as follows:

(1) Levies of the senior taxing districts shall be as follows: (a)
The levy by the state under RCW 84.52.065(1) shall not exceed three
dollars and sixty cents per thousand dollars of assessed val ue adj usted
to the state equalized value in accordance with the indicated ratio
fixed by the state departnent of revenue to be used exclusively for the
support of the common schools; (b) the levy by the state under RCW
84.52.065(2) shall not exceed one cent per thousand dollars of assessed
value adjusted to the state equalized value in accordance with the
indicated ratio fixed by the state departnent of revenue to be used
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exclusively for the support of the state parks; (c) the levy by any
county shall not exceed one dollar and eighty cents per thousand
dollars of assessed value; ((€¢))) (d) the levy by any road district
shall not exceed two dollars and twenty-five cents per thousand dollars
of assessed value; and (((&))) (e) the levy by any city or town shall
not exceed three dollars and thirty-seven and one-half cents per
t housand dollars of assessed val ue. However any county is hereby
authori zed to increase its levy fromone dollar and eighty cents to a
rate not to exceed two dollars and forty-seven and one-half cents per
t housand doll ars of assessed value for general county purposes if the
total levies for both the county and any road district wthin the
county do not exceed four dollars and five cents per thousand dollars
of assessed value, and no other taxing district has its |evy reduced as
a result of the increased county |evy.

(2) The aggregate levies of junior taxing districts and senior
taxing districts, other than the state, shall not exceed five dollars
and ninety cents per thousand dollars of assessed valuation. The term
"junior taxing districts" includes all taxing districts other than the
state, counties, road districts, cities, towns, port districts, and
public utility districts. The limtations provided in this subsection
shall not apply to: (a) Levies at the rates provided by existing | aw
by or for any port or public utility district; (b) excess property tax
| evies authorized in Article VII, section 2 of the state Constitution;
(c) levies for acquiring conservation futures as authorized under RCW
84.34.230; (d) levies for energency nedical care or energency nedical
servi ces i nposed under RCW 84.52.069; (e) levies to finance affordable
housing for very lowincone housing inposed under RCW 84.52.105; (f)
the portions of levies by netropolitan park districts that are
protected under RCW 84.52.120; (g) levies inposed by ferry districts
under RCW 36.54.130; (h) levies for crimnal justice purposes under RCW
84.52.135; and (i) the portions of levies by fire protection districts
that are protected under RCW 84.52. 125.

Sec. 2. RCWB84.52.065 and 1991 sp.s. ¢ 31 s 16 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) Subject to the limtations in RCW84.55.010, in each year the
state shall levy for collection in the follow ng year for the support
of commn schools of the state a tax of three dollars and sixty cents
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per thousand dollars of assessed val ue upon the assessed val uati on of
all taxable property within the state adjusted to the state equalized
value in accordance with the indicated ratio fixed by the state
departnment of revenue.

(2) Subject to the limtations in RCW84.55.010, in each year the
state shall levy for collection in the follow ng year for the support
of the state parks a tax of one cent per thousand dollars of assessed
val ue upon the assessed valuation of all taxable property within the
state adjusted to the state equalized value in accordance with the
indicated ratio fixed by the state departnent of revenue. Revenue from
the state parks levy shall be deposited into the state parks renewal
and stewardship account created in RCW 79A. 05. 215.

(3) As wused in this section, "the support of comon schools”
i ncl udes the paynent of the principal and interest on bonds issued for
capital construction projects for the common school s.

Sec. 3. RCW79A 05.215 and 1995 ¢ 211 s 7 are each anmended to read
as follows:

The state parks renewal and stewardship account is created in the
state treasury. Except as otherwise provided in this chapter, al
receipts from the state property tax levy dedicated to state parks
under RCW 84.52.065(2), user fees, concessions, |eases, and other state
par k- based activities shall be deposited into the account.
Expendi tures from the account may be used for operating state parks,
developing and renovating park facilities, undertaking deferred
mai nt enance, enhanci ng park stewardshi p, and other state park purposes,
except that the revenue fromthe state property tax levy dedicated to
state parks under RCW 84.52.065(2) nmay only be used for maintenance and
preservation of state parks. Expenditures fromthe account may be made
only after appropriation by the |egislature.

Sec. 4. RCWB84.48.080 and 2001 c 185 s 12 are each anmended to read
as follows:

(1) Annually during the nonths of Septenber and October, the
departnment of revenue shall exam ne and conpare the returns of the
assessnent of the property in the several counties of the state, and
t he assessnment of the property of railroad and ot her conpani es assessed
by the departnent, and proceed to equalize the sane, so that each
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county in the state shall pay its due and just proportion of the taxes
for state purposes for such assessnent year, according to the ratio the
val uation of the property in each county bears to the total valuation
of all property in the state.

(a) The departnment shall classify all property, real and personal,
and shall raise and | ower the valuation of any class of property in any
county to a value that shall be equal, so far as possible, to the true
and fair value of such class as of January 1lst of the current year for
t he purpose of ascertaining the just anmount of tax due from each county
for state purposes. |In equalizing personal property as of January 1st
of the current year, the departnent shall use valuation data wth
respect to personal property fromthe three years imedi ately precedi ng
the current assessnent year in a manner it deens appropriate. Such
classification my be on the basis of types of property, geographical
areas, or both. For purposes of this section, for each county that has
not provided the departnent wth an assessnent return by Decenber 1st,
the departnent shall proceed, using facts and information and in a
manner it deens appropriate, to estimate the value of each class of
property in the county.

(b) The departnent shall keep a full record of its proceedi ngs and
the sanme shall be published annually by the departnent.

(2) The departnment shall levy the state taxes authorized by |aw
The anobunt |evied in any one year for general state purposes shall not
exceed the lawful dollar rate on the dollar of the assessed val ue of
the property of the entire state, which assessed value shall be one
hundred percent of the true and fair value of the property in noney.
The departnent shall apportion the amobunt of tax for state purposes
| evied by the departnent, anong the several counties, in proportion to
the valuation of the taxable property of the county for the year as
equal i zed by the departnent: PROVI DED, That for purposes of this
apportionnent, the departnent shall reconpute the previous year's |evy
and the apportionnent thereof to correct for changes and errors in
taxable values reported to the departnent after October 1 of the
precedi ng year and shall adjust the apportioned anmount of the current
year's state levy for each county by the difference between the
apportioned anmounts established by the original and revised |evy
conputations for the previous year.

(b) rel ocating, mai nt ai ni ng, and operating property pendi ng
construction of public inprovenents; (c) relocating utilities as a
result of public inprovenents; (d) financing public inprovenents,
including interest during construction, |egal and other professiona
servi ces, taxes, insurance, principal and interest costs on genera
i ndebt edness issued to finance public inprovenents, and any necessary
reserves for general indebtedness; (e) assessnents incurred in

140, except: (a) Regular property taxes |evied by
port districts or public utility districts specifically for the purpose
of maeking required paynents of principal and interest on general
i ndebt edness; and (b) regular property taxes levied by the state for
the support of the common schools and for the support of state parks
under RCW 84.52. 065. Regul ar property taxes do not include excess
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property tax levies that are exenpt from the aggregate limts for
junior and senior taxing districts as provided in RCW84.52. 043.

(7) "Tax allocation base value" neans the true and fair value of
real property located within an increnent area for taxes inposed in the
year in which the increnent area is created, plus twenty-five percent
of any increase in the true and fair value of real property |ocated
wWithin an increnment area that is placed on the assessnent rolls after
the increnent area is created.

(8) "Tax allocation revenues" neans those tax revenues derived from
the inmposition of regular property taxes on the increment value and
distributed to finance public inprovenents.

(9) "Increnent area" neans the geographic area fromwhich taxes are
to be appropriated to finance public inprovenents authorized under this
chapter.

(10) "Increnment val ue" neans seventy-five percent of any increase
in the true and fair value of real property in an increnent area that
is placed on the tax rolls after the increnent area is created.

(11) "Taxing districts" means a governnental entity that |evies or
has levied for it regular property taxes upon real property | ocated
within a proposed or approved increnent area.

(12) "Value of taxable property" neans the value of the taxable
property as defined in RCW 39. 36. 015.

Sec. 7. RCW 39.102.020 and 2006 c 181 s 102 are each amended to
read as foll ows:

| ocal property tax allocation revenues or other revenues from | oca
public sources dedicated for |local infrastructure financing.

(19)(a) "Property tax allocation revenue val ue" neans seventy-five
percent of any increase in the assessed value of real property in a
revenue developnent area resulting from the placenent of new
construction, inprovenents, or both to property on the assessnent rolls
after the revenue developnent area is created, where the new
construction or inprovenents occur entirely after the revenue
devel opnent area is created.

(b) I'f any new construction added to the assessnent rolls consists
of entire buildings, "property tax allocation revenue val ue" includes
seventy-five percent of any increase in the assessed value of the
buildings in the years following their initial placenent on the
assessnment rolls.

on general indebtedness issued to finance public inprovenents, and any

(b) regular property taxes levied by the state for the support of the
common schools and for the support of state parks under RCW 84.52. 065;
and (c) reqgular property taxes authorized by RCW 84.55.050 that are
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limted to a specific purpose. "Regular property taxes"” do not include
excess property tax levies that are exenpt from the aggregate limts
for junior and senior taxing districts as provided in RCW84.52.

(24) "Property tax allocation revenue base value" neans the
assessed value of real property located within a revenue devel opnent
area for taxes levied in the year in which the revenue devel opnent area
is created for collection in the following year, plus one hundred
percent of any increase in the assessed value of real property |ocated
within a revenue devel opnent area that is placed on the assessnent
rolls after the revenue devel opnent area is created, |l ess the property
tax allocation revenue val ue.

(25) "Relocating a business" neans the closing of a business and
t he reopeni ng of that business, or the opening of a new business that
engages in the sane activities as the previous business, in a different
| ocation within a one-year period, when an individual or entity has an
ownership interest in the business at the tinme of closure and at the
time of opening or reopening. "Relocating a business" does not include
the closing and reopening of a business in a new |ocation where the
busi ness has been acquired and is under entirely new ownership at the
new |ocation, or the closing and reopening of a business in a new
| ocation as a result of the exercise of the power of em nent domain.

(26) "Revenue devel opnent area" neans the geographic area created
by a sponsoring |ocal governnment from which |ocal excise and property
tax allocation revenues are derived for |local infrastructure financing.

(31) "State excise tax allocation revenue" neans the anount of
state excise taxes received by the state during the neasurenent year
from taxable activity within the revenue devel opnment area over and
above the amount of state excise taxes received by the state during the
base year from taxable activity within the revenue devel opnent area,
except that:

(a) If a sponsoring |ocal governnment creates a revenue devel opnent
area and reasonably determ nes that no activity subject to tax under
chapters 82.08 and 82.12 RCWoccurred in the twelve nonths i nmedi ately
preceding the creation of the revenue developnent area within the
boundari es of the area that becane the revenue devel opnent area, "state
exci se tax allocation revenue" neans the entire anobunt of state excise
taxes received by the state during a cal endar year period beginning
with the calendar year imediately followng the creation of the
revenue devel opnment area and continuing wth each neasurenment year
thereafter; and

(b) For revenue devel opnent areas created in cal endar year 2006
that do not neet the requirenents in (a) of this subsection and if
legislation is enacted in this state by July 1, 2006, that adopts the
sourcing provisions of the streamined sales and use tax agreenent,
"state excise tax allocation revenue" nmeans the anount of state excise
taxes received by the state during the neasurenent year from taxable
activity wwthin the revenue devel opnent area over and above an anount
of state excise taxes received by the state during the 2007 base year
adj usted by the departnent for any estimated i npacts fromretail sales
and use tax sourcing changes effective July 1, 2007. The anount of
base year adjustnent determ ned by the departnent is final.
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(32) "State property tax allocation revenue" neans those tax
revenues derived from the inposition of property taxes levied by the
state for the support of conmmon schools and for the support of state
parks under RCW 84.52. 065 on the property tax allocation revenue val ue.
